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Continuation of 3. NOTE: In response to applicant's argument in claims 1, 5, 8-1 1, 15, 16 and 22, the rejection under 103(a) was 
defective, Examiner believes that Smith et al. anticiaptes the claims under 102 rejection. 

In response to applicant's argument that nowhere Smith teach or suggest that a processor is caused to automatically place a 
copy of a post on another computerized bulletin board related to another topic of interest. In response, Automatically placing a copy of the 
post on other computerized bulletin boards as cross-posts between a core newsgroup and a newsgroup corresponds to the relative 
strength of the link between the two groups, cross-posts simply means a single posting is post to Usenet so that it is destined to two or 
more newsgroups therefore automatically (this cross post by computer processing post one post to two or more newsgroups) placing a 
copy of the post on each other newsgroup. Smith determined bulletin boards related to a topic of relevance of a post as the cross posts 
between groups may indicate similarities in the subject matter or topics covered by the two groups (col. 6, lines 19-33). 
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
